Mary Catherine Reardon, who 
was found not guilty of delin- 
quency by reason of murder in 
the death of her father in 1947, 
eloped July 22 and was married 
to Gabriel Gueci of Los Angeles, 
it was learned last night. 

The marriage was disclosed by 
Mrs. Salvador Gueci, the bride- 
groom’s mother, who told the 
Post-Dispatch the young couple 
were staying with her at 2037 
Hightower street, Los Angeles. 
She said she approved of the wed- 
ding.. 

Los Angeles police have been 
searching for Miss- Reardon since 
the girl was reported missing by 
Stanley Jewel, attorney for her 
mother, Mrs. Leon& E. Reardon, 
July 23. Mrs. Reardon: algo ap- 
pealed to juvenile authorities for 
aid. Mary Catherine is 16 years 
old, Gueci 18. 

Jewel said Miss Reardon ran 
away from home July 22, after 
she and young Gueci were refused 
permission to marry by Mrs. 
Reardon. An arguent ensued at 
the Reardon home, 524 North 
Cahuenga boulevard, Hollywood, 
and the young people left. 

The next day the girl called her 
mother by telephone, Jewel said, 
and again asked permission to 
wed. Gueci. When Mrs, Reardon 
again refused, Mary Catherine 
said her mother’s consent would 
not be necessary because they al- 
ready were married, Jewel said. 

Mrs. Gueci said and her 
son had become acquainted at 
Hollywood High School and that 
she approved of Gabriel’s choice 
of a wife. She said Gabriel ,a bari- 
tone singer, was studying music 
and intended to follow in the foot- 
steps of his father, who is a con- 
cert singer. The elder Gueci is

“I was at about 1000 feet when 
a Navy Hellcat pilot began mak- 
ing passes at my ship. He buzzed 
me twice. 

“The second time he cut right 
in front of my nose. Then he 
pulled up in a tight chandelle and 
smacked into the transport, just 
aft of the wing. I was about 500 
feet below them. 

“He just about cut that big 
transport in half. 

“A chandelle is a kind of climb- 
ing bank, the fastest way to gain 
altitude. The Hellcat, climbing 
and turning, hit the transport just 
after straightening out. 

Air Full of Wreckage. 

“I got out of there as fast as I © 
could after it hit. The air was full 
of flying airplane parts. I saw the 
wreckage hit the ground. A huga

century. Up to the present, it has had little 
success, Another movement for the same 
purpose is the Anglo-American Productiv- 
ity Committee, which geeks to make Mar- 
shall aid permanently effective by improv- 
ing industrial standards. 

A high. official of the British Treasury, 
who holds his post as a permanent official 
and is not subject to the shifting political

_ energy information. One is the necessity for . 
_ geeurity. Another is the necessity for keeping 


the English-speaking peoples together. Still an- 
other is necessity to make sure that there 
is support at home for what we do abroad. 

It makes little difference in which order these 
necessities are considered. All are fundamental. 
All must be worked into any overall plan to 
protect the Atlantic nations. 

Security, of course, is basic. Unless secur- 
ity is observed to the fullest, the United States 
might in the end be the worse off for having 
harnessed atomic energy~to produce the bomb 
that ended World War II. 

This means that atomic bomb information— 
the “know how” to use the common term—can- 
not be passed about indiscriminately. Russia 
blocked the American proposal for international- 
ization of the bomb and regular inspection of 
armament plants in all countries. With that it 
became clear that at least one great power and 
its satellites could not be depended on to use 
atomic energy to preserve a common peace 
rather than to wage a devastating war. 

The UN Atomic Energy Commission recognizes 
this with its announcement that it is suspending 
its effort to find a basis for international agree- 
ment. 

It is also necessary that there be general 
agreement at home as to our course outside this 
country. If atomic secrets are to be shared with 
any other nations, this will have to represent a 
considered national judgment. The President, 
for example, could not safely take one view of 
what to do and Congress the opposite. 

Thus Mr. Truman is exactly right: when he 
informs Congress that its approval will be re- 
quired for sharing top atomic secrets or for in- 
ternational agreements with Britain and Canada. 
The President’s recommendation and that of the 
atomic chiefs naturally are of importayce. No 
doubt Congress would give them much weight. 
In time of peace, the approval of Congress is 
a proper requirement. . : 

This demands good will on both sides. The 
President's good will has to be matched by good 
will in Congress. Senator Hickenlooper of Iowa, 
for example, needs to keep his ideas about 
atomic control apart from his plans for re-elec- 
tion next year. His concern should be a wise 
solution to a complex problem, not Washington 
headlines for home state consumption. 

There cannot be the slightest doubt as to the 
necessity for co-operation between the United 
States and Britain. These two nations have been 
allies in two World Wars in 25 years. Every- 
one who thinks of the possible consequences will 
pray that there will never be another world 
war. But should one be provoked, the United 
States and Britain would almost inevitably be 
lined up again. To this extent the Atlantic pact 
only makes mandatory what would have come 
about anyway in the event of war. 

This being so, it is a fair question whether the 
United States can or should long hold Britain 
and Canada away from atomic knowledge. It is 
a question whether continued withholding might 
not create a cleavage with serious phychological 
consequences. Hitler worked the device of di- 
vide and conquer until he almost destroyed Eu- 
rope. That lesson is too plain to need repeti- 
tion. : 

All this admittedly is difficult. Admittedly 
it is delicate. But how well we handle it all will 
be one test of our position in the cold war. 
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How to Hurt an Opportunity 

Twenty-one hundred Americans working for 
our Military Government in Germany have been 
notified that their posts are terminated. This 
is the sort of thing that has gone on and on un- 
til little remains of morale among civilians 
serving the United States in Europe. In view of 
what is being spent, is It too much to ask that 
there be sounder, more considerate, more con- 
structive ways of handling those who represent 
American democracy to the Germans? 
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Less Monopoly, Less Monotony 

Three major motion picture companies have 
been ordered by a United States Court of Ap- 
peals to divorce their producing and distributing 
businesses from their other activity as theater 
owners. Two more major studios, meantime, 
have signed consent decrees and have indicated 
they will sell most of their theaters and turn 
the others over to independent companies. 

This should be a satisfactory arrangement all 
around. For years, the Government has con- 
tended that control of theaters by producers con- 
stituted a monopoly in many cities. Moreover, 
some independent producers are on record as 
believing the quality of entertainment produced 
in Hollywood would be considerably improved 
once the studios got out of the “real estate” 
business. : 

The independents have pointed out that, of 
almost 3 billion dollars invested in the industry 
as a whole, about two and one-half billion dol- 
lats is invested in theaters. The result, they 
conclude, is that the studios want to protect 
their greatest investment—the theaters. Under 
the court order and the consent decrees, there 
can be no link between the producers and the 
theaters. This should provide relief from monop- 
oly and it can be hoped it will bring equal 
relief from monotony. 
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Puerto Rico Clamps Down 

_ Luis Munoz Marin, who assumed office last 
fall as governor of Puerto Rico, is to be heartily 
congratulated for clamping down on the non- 
scheduled air carriers that have been victimizing 
his people. The Civil Aeronautics Administra- 
tion announced from Washington that he has 
made mainland safety regulations a part of the 
island’s law and “established penalties for viola- 
tions more severe than those in effect here.” 


The four crashes that have occurred: since 
July 1947, terminating in the terrible accident 
of last June 7 in which 53 persons died, have 
been a disgrace to Puerto Rico, the CAA and 
the Civil Aeronautics Board. But to bring action 
it took the crash last June of a plane the CAA 
says was “operated in a careless and reckless 
manner.” 

Violations of safety regulations are to be pun- 
ishable by a $10,000 fine or two years in prison, 
or both. Furthermore, operators must file with 
the island’s Insular Transportation Authority 
two copies of all insurance carried and the Au- 
thority can make public the results of all air- 
craft and airmen inspections. This should do 
more than stiff penalties to enforce safety. Any 
carrier will go to great lengths to obey the rules 
when swift and sure exposure to the public is 
the penalty for infractions. 


Frequent inspections, strictly made, also 
shopild do much to prevent furtWer accidents. In 
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view of the Puerto Rican disaster record, it 
carried out as they should have been. And

If this is so, the CAA and the CAB had 


All 75,000 public school teachers in New York 
State must undergo an annual “loyalty” check 
under a new law. The state education commis- 


sioner predicts that “almost 100 per cent” will 


be found “actively loyal to our form of govern- 
ment.” This is intended to be reassuring, but 
actually it is frightening. 

What is active loyalty? The answer will 
largely depend on the make-up of local school 
boards and communities. Teachers in some 


places know that espousing the N.A.M., the 


A.M.A., the Farm Bureau and the D.A.R. will be 
counted as active loyalty. In other places it 
might be,more loyal to preach AFL and CIO, 
Farmers’ Union, compulsory health insurance 
and Fair Deal. Elsewhere the teacher may dem- 
onstrate his loyalty only by leading a Scout 
troop or teaching Sunday School. 

Too many people are already putting pressure 
on teachers to conform to their own ideas. Too 
much force already operates to harass, regiment 
and stultify teachers, and the loyalty test is a 
powerful new weapon to that end. 


Undoubtedly public school children too young 
to. make independent. judgments should be 
shielded from special pleaders. But it doesn’t 
take wholesale snooping to turn up the few 
teachers who make their jobs pulpits for Com- 
munism—or any other ism. 


Those who are unfit to teach expose them- 
selves. All others should be as free of sus- 
picion as accountants or auto mechanics. All 
should live under the sound rule that a person 
is innocent until there is proof of guilt. 

That’s true in New York. It’s true in Mis- 
souri and 46 other states.

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Give the Idea a Fair Hearing 

It would be a mistake to accept out of hand 
Freeholder Alroy Phillips’ proposal for a bor- 
ough system for St. Louis and the suburban 
communities on both sides of the river. Equally 
it would be a mistake to say that the idea has 
no merit. Mr. Phillips obviously has the New 
York borough system in mind. In the St. Louis 
area such a plan could be good—or it might be 
bad. 

There can be no question about the need for 
a better related metropolitan area. As Free- 
holder Phillips says, “we live in one community 
and we have many problems in common.” That 
is why both sides of the river have joined in the 
new bi-state agency. Thanks to new companion 
statutes, St. Louis, St. Louis and St. Charles 
counties and Madison, St. Clair and Monroe 
counties in Illinois now are ready to begin real 
area development on a regional basis. 

If the borough idea were at first modestly 
applied on a voluntary basis it might work out 
very well. After proof of its worth to county 
suburbs, it might in time spread to Illinois com- 
munities. The most that should be said for it 
now is that it deserves objective examination 
and study. Let the freeholders give all such 
ideas a fair hearing. That is what they were 
elected to do. The community will pass its 
judgments later in part at least on the informa- 
tion it receives from the freeholders themselves.

The* greatest number to shake 
foreign rule were in British India 
—450,000,000—an@ Britain, of all 
the centers of empire, has freed 
more of her subjects to go their 
own way than any other. Most 
of the old British subjects have 
chosen to remain under the com- 
mon roof of the British Common- 
wealth on équal voting terms with 
Canada and the others. 

Most of the areas which have 
gained various degrees of political 
freedom have adopted British and 
American ideas. Most have set up 
two-house parliaments. Most pro- 
vide for presidents with terms of 
four to six years. Some limit their 
presidents to two terms. Some 
have prime ministers as well as 
presidents. 

These are the new political enti- 
ties that have joined the family 
of nations: 

Syria and Lebanon: These small 
Arab states were chipped off the 
old Turkish empire after World 
War I. From 1920 to 1941 they 
were French protectorates. At the 
start of World War II, when the 


Allies needed a friendly Arab 
world, the French military com- 


mander in the area signed an in- 
dependence treaty. 
Ethiopia: Early in World War 
II Ethiopia was taken by Italy. 
The British soon liberated the 
country with provision for British 
use of Ethiopian railroads. On 
May 25, 1944, the Ethiopians took 
back full contro] and set up a two- 
house parliament. 

Iceland: This little land of 134,- 
000 people has celebrated the 


'1000th anniversary of its parlia- 


ment. From 1814 to 1944 Iceland 
lived under Danish rule. On June 
17, 1944, it proclaimed itself a re- 
public. 

Indo-China: The shift here has 
been, and still is, painful. On 
March 6, 1946, France, recognized 
the republic of Viet Nam, to be 
formed from the five old “divi- 
sions of Indo-China, but war with 
Communists still blurs the new 
republic’s fate, and something like 
100,000 French troops remain. This 
month the Viet-Nammese formed 
a government. The leaders an- 
nounced their intention of stay- 
ing inside the #rench union. 

Here, as in a few other areas, 
there is no clear-cut understand- 
ing in Washington of the exact 
political privileges granted the in- 
dividual citizen. The main change 
lies in the fact that nationals are 
running the government, although 
often with the advice of French 
exverts. 

The Philippines: The United 
tSates ruled these islands from 
1898 up to July 4, 1946, when they 
became an independent republic, 
The new government has given 
the United States a 99-year lease 
on military bases, and the United 
a has voted war-damage re- 
ief. .

is a union of nine states, ruled by 
the British since the last century. 
In 1909 the British granted Ma- 
layans the right to run their home 
affairs. On Feb. 1, 1948, the Ma- 
lays set up an independent gov- 
ernment, with a provision that 
they will work with the advice of 
a British expert. 

Ceylon: Under either British 
domination or rule since the eigh- 
teenth cent@ry, this rich island be- 
came a dominion on Feb. 4, 1948. 
It can run its home and foreign 
affairs as it wishes, but its lead- 
ers have announced they will con- 
duct foreign affairs in line with 
the British, as do such other do- 
minions as Australia and Canada. 


Korea: The history of this 
proud people goes back to the 
twelfth century before Christ. 
They were annexed in 1910 by the 
Japanese and released in 1945 
when American troops occupied 
southern Korea and Russians the 
north. On Aug. 15, 1948, an inde- 
pendent government was set up 
in the American half under United 
Nations supervision. In the north 
the Russians have set up a puppet 
government. 


Ireland: The Irish Free State, 
after all its bloody battles with 
the British, achieved a constitu- 
tion in 1922. Only since World 
War II has it cut the last tie with 
London. It denied the British 
King any further right to approve 
Irish diplomats. 


Palestine: This old chip of the 
Turkish empire was a British pro- 
tectorate from .1920 to 1948, with 
a Bgitish promise of a “Jewish 


home land” in Palestine. Jews 
translated that into a drive for an 
independent nation and gained it 
through a United Nations vote, 
but they lost a part of Palestine 
that the United Nations said 
should become another small Arab 
state. 

Indonesia: Since 1602 Dutch 
ruled these rich islands. During 
World War II, faced with a drive 
for freedom, former Queen Wil- 
helmina said Indonesia could 
have postwar political equality in- 
side the Dutch empire. The Jap- 
anese occupied the islands during 
the war. When they were driven 
out, the Dutch and Indonesians 
remained at such odds that the 
United Nations intervened. There 
is still no clear-cut governmental 
pattern. There is no doubt, how- 
ever, that the Indonesians will 
gain some form of independence. 

Cyrenaica: This is part of the 
old Italian African colony of 
Libya. Its Arab tribes cast their 


lot with the Allies in the war after | 


a British pledge they would never 
again have to live under Italian 
rule. The fate of Libya still hangs 
fire, but the Cyrenaicans set up 
a government this year and Lon- 
don recognized it. 


There are doubts among top 
American policy-makers as to the 
virtue of so many small independ- 
ent states. They point to the ex- 
pense of government, courts, ar- 
mies and the difficulties of trade 
in world areas broken up into 
small bits. There is the “cold 
war” worry over how many of the 
new governments can stand up 
under their Communist minori- 
ties, particularly in the Far East, 
if deep poverty remains a com- 
mon misery. 


Nevertheless these policy-mak- 
ers entertain no doubts of the im- 
portance of events leading even- 
tually to a free vote for everyone 
in the world.

HEIR tough little neighbor, Israel, is teaching the larger Arab 
§ states how to exploit the quarrel between East and West for the 
advantage of increased nationalism in the Middle East. . 


To the Arab government Israel 
is still a “pseudo-state, a doomed 
ship drifting in an Arab sea.” No 
Arab government has recognized 
Israel, though Lebanon, Egypt, 
Jordan and Syria have signed ar- 
mistices. 

The adroit diplomacy of 1,000,- 
000 Jews, however, is showing 40,- 
000,000 Arabs how to wangle the 
most out of their position at the | 
crossroads of three continents. 


Since the breakup of the Turk- 
ish empire, the sticcessor Arab 
states never have known what it 
was to be able to bargain between 
powerful opposites for their own 
advantage. Their political ma- 
turity was retarded by the fact 
that every country except for a 
time, Lebanon and Syria, have 


sessed no alternative to British 
terms. 
Other Nations Knew How 


In this same period, between 
World Wars I and II, the Balkan 
powers were able to demand Brit- 
ish-French and Hitler-Duce bids, 
and make their choice between 
them. Even backward Iran coujd 
play Russia off against Britain. 
Primitive Ethiopia, till the Fascist 
sword was actually drawn, could 
pit Britain, France and Italy all 
against each other. 

The Arabs, however, with 
France a second-class power in 
the Middle East, always had to 
buy British,or not buy at all. The 
British tactfully refrained from 
overwotking their virtual monop- 
oly and kept much Arab good will.

British Bypassed 

With money supplied by Zionists 
in the United States, the Israelis 
bought their arms partly’ from the 
weapons of bootleggers in France 
and Germany, partly from the 
Communist factories of Czechoslo- 
vakia, like Skoda. They demon- 


strated that Britain had lost the 
arms monopoly of the Middle 
East, and that it was possible to 
bypass its sources. 

The Jews demonstrated also 
that it was possible to perforate 


a British blockade by air and by 


sea, provided a continental net- 
work of ports and airfields was at 
hand. 

The Arabs lack the interna- 
tional network of Zionism, and 
the apparently inexhaustible sup- 
ply of dollars that pours into the 
Holy Land from the United States. 
But their assets and their bar-

Arabs Command Oil Resources 
The ‘Arabs command the oil 
sources which East and West 
blocs need, if not for themselves 
then to deny their potential en- 
emy. Their strategic position 
overtops Israel’s 100 times. 


Today, the Arab states cannot 
yet apply fully their Zionist les, 
son, because their funds are large- 
ly frozen in London and in ster 
ling. Egypt, the most powerful 
Arab state, has $1,200,000,000 in 
wartime gains which it cannot 
use. The British pound denies & 
what the American dollar gave 
the Zionists: Unlimited purchase . 
of arms in a world-wide market. - 

The state best supplied with- 
Israel’s “secret weapon,” the dol- 
lar, is Saudi Arabia, which is too 
inconveniently placed to use it for 
political ends. 

But the Levantine Arab states, 
Lebanon and Syria, are gradually 
getting more dollars threugh the: 
pipeline outlets being developed» 
to their seaboard, Egypt, too, with- 
three American companies boring. 
in the Mt. Sinai area, is doing bet- 
ter for dollars. 


Russian Trade Helped 


Russia and its Balkan satellites 
provided Israel free immigration 
and helpful commerce before Mos- 
cow switched back to the old pol- 
icy of anti-Zionism. 

As much help as that, with no 
strings on it, plus a few home- 
grown dollars from oil, is enough 
to set the Arabs off on a crusade 
of their own. Czechoslovakia has 
already offered to sell $20,000,000 
worth of weapons for long fiber 
cotton. 

The next problem of Israel's 
diplomacy, it is foreseen now, will. 
be to see that this Arab crusade - 
follows the Zionist example in 
bucking Britain. 

The Arabs, however, who have 
signed only an armistice not a 
peace with Israel, may decide to 
attack their Jewish teachers in- 
stead of the “Britisn imperialism” 
against which Israel would prefer 
to see the lesson tried. .

Big Birds Back at 
~ Possum Trot Farm 
By Leoverd Hall 


HE great white lailicihlnas egrets have come back, as they 

do each summer. We saw them first away up on high 

ground near the mountain where we were combining a 

field of oats. Apparently they had come to feed on grasshop- 

pers and perhaps on tad- 

poles and frogs in a small 

pond which is there. The 

big birds, which have a wing 

spread of 40 inches or more, 

were reluctant to leave and 

‘ showed, little fear of the 

tractors or us humans or of 

Mike and Chipper, the dogs. 

Finally they took to the air 

with slow wing’ beats and 

much maneuvering to gain 

a bit of altitude, circling the 

field and soon alighting in 

the tops of the ‘sycamore 

trees in the valley nearby. 

It seems impossible that 

such large birds could perch 

on such small twigs. They 

come sailing up into the 

wind, check their air speed 

with a flap or two of their 

graceful wings, drop their 

long legs and come to rest 

on what appears to be the topmost cluster of leaves in the tree. 

Twenty years ago the egrets were on the verge of extinc- 

tion, vast numbers being slaughtered each season on the south- 

ern breeding grounds for the plumes which the male birds 

develop at mating time. Even after they were given permanent 

protection, the killing continued. Fashion must be served and 

the prices paid to market hunters went sky high, particularly 

when the plumes were boot-legged to tourists in such southern 

resorts as Miami and Palm Beach. It seemed that aigrettes 
from a dying species were especially to be desired.

Finally such groups as the National Audubon So- 
ciety, which patrolled the known nesting grounds, 
aroused public opinion to stop the slaughter. Writing 
in 1935, the ornithologist Gilbert Pearson still had doubts 
that the species could be saved. »But the egret is evi- 
dently waging a successful war for survival, for the 
bands ranging northward after the nesting season seem 
to grow larger year by year.

Often we have seen whole families of these birds when 
floating the Ozark rivers, but they seem to stick more closely 
to large waterways and marshlands than the egret, for we've 
néver identified them at the farm. We do, however, have the 
great blue heron with its 50-inch wing spread, and the small 
American and ledst bitterns as summer residents. 
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@ THE WEEK SAW OUR COMBINING FINISHED, between 
rains. Most of the wheat was salvaged, even though the sweet 
clover had grown nearly waist high in it. With the oats we 
were less fortunate, for the continuous rains and winds had 
beaten the grain to the ground where grasshoppers had taken 
heavy toll. Probably more than half the crop was lost, here, 
but we will salvage what we can by pasturing the fields, letting 
the cattle pick up as much of the grain as they can. Our 
neighbors, out of long experience, take such set-backs philo- 
sophically. 

“The hay ought to be clean, anyhow,” says one. “Mine has 
been washed four times since I cut it.” And all agree that even 
the daily rains are better than prolonged drought, for the pas- 
tures are producing as never before and the cattle are getting 
fat. The only thing is that we hardly dare leave the farm for a 
day for fear of losing an opportunity to get in a few more tons 
ef hay.

I think you're 
a leader, and I believe you can 
go far in baseball as a manager 
or executive.” 

Rickey has attained his own 
success largely through a shrewd 
ability to judge’ men, and he called 
the turn the day he persuaded 
that dead-armed pitcher to take a 
train to Topeka instead of Hous- 
ton. For the outstanding char- 
actéristic of Eddie Dyer, now. 
nearing 49 and in his fourth sea- 
son as manager of the high-flying 
Cardinals, is that he can handle 
men, 

Even in his darkest hours here 
-— notably when his 1947 team 
stumbled horribly at the start and 
when this year’s club got off:in 
faltering fashion—the personable 
Texan has kept his Redbirds right- 
in the palm of his hand. Through 
reciprocal loyalty with his players, 
Dyer has averted the dissension 
that, more than slumps or crip- 
pling injuries, has caused good 
ball clubs to sag and then just 
fall apart. 

* 


* * 
HROUGH a long and success- 
ful career as a manager, Eddie 
has operated on the whole- 
some theory that ball players 
make the manager. The skipper 
who says or implies that he’s a 
mastermind, making a ball club 
play over its head, is flirting with 
trouble. And Dyer repeatedly gives 
credit for victories to his players. 

“The manager,” he says, “is 
hired to take the blame when 
things go wrong.” 

As a “pat-on-the-back guy” in 
running a ball club, Dyer goes to 
great lengths to keep from show- 
ing up his players publicly, but he 
reserves the right to expect the 
same consideration in return. As 
a result, éne of the few fines he 
has imposed as manager here 
came when a pitcher balked at 
being taken out of a game and 
snapped that if he had been so-and- 
so or such-and-such he wouldn’t 
be lifted so early. Fined $100, that 
pitcher no longer plays for Dyer. 

“As manager you’re not in a 
popularity contest,” Eddie ex- 
plains. “Most of your men _ will 
appreciate what you do for them 
and the consideration you show 
them, but there’s always someone 
who will misinterpret that as a 
sign of weakness. That’s when you 
crack down.” 

Dyer’s personal interest in the 
welfare of his players is mani- 


fested in various ways. Just after 
the war ended, for instance, when 
living costs had spiraled and sal- 
aries had not yet made a similar 
climb, he went to the front-office 
and persuaded Sam Breadon, then 
the Cardinals’ owner, to give every 
member of the team $20-a-month 
tip money for the road, A trifling 
thing perhaps, but it made a big 
hit with.the Redbirds. 


A manager who gets the reputa- 
tion of trying to spend the club’s 


- money can court trouble for him- 


self upstairs, but that’s the risk 
Dyer willingly takes because he 
feels he understands the front- 
office’s point of view, too. Three 
different times in his long career 
in the Cardinals’ organization he 
was president or business man- 
ager pf a farm club, learning to 
appreciate the executive’s side of 
the baseball picture. 

On the playing field, Eddie 
leans heavily on percentage, bunt- 
ing when a bunt is most logical, 
using right-handed hitters against 
southpaw pitchers, and so forth. 
But he’ll play a hunch now and 
then, as he did recently at Brook- 
lyn, where Enos Slaughter lined 
into a double play when a sacrifice 
‘was in order and then a daring 
run-and-hit play, with Marty Ma- 
rion singling behind a runner;

matic ninth-inning victory, 5 to 4. 
“If you play a hunch, pal,”

vinced that the Dodgers weren’t 
going to pitch out against Mar- 
jon.” 


Eddie’s one regret is that when 
he took over the Cardinals in 
1946, the club no longer had the 
blinding speed that once was the 
trademark of a St. Louis National 
League team. Through the years 
of managing in the minors, Dyer 
had fast and daring jack-rabbits, 
playing a base-stealing brand of 
ball. _ 

“T like a running game, and I 
know the fans do,.too,” he says. 
“It even creates the impression of 
more hustle. But a manager is 
foolish to try that style of play 
when only two or three of the 
men in his lineup can run fast 
enough. .-The percentage with the 
Cardinals now is let them hit.” 


Dyer has learned to curb a tem- 
per that once caused him virtually 
to undress an umpire his first 
year as a minor league manager. 
At Topeka he tore into an umpire 
with both hands, ripping off his 
mask and chest protector and 
kicking both shinguards loose. He 
rarely has trouble with the men 
in blue now and his method of 
correction after a bonehead play 
by one of his athletes is to keep 
silent in the clubhouse, even after 
a stinging defeat, and to sleep 
on the annoyance. Before the 
next game, however, depending 
on whether the lecture is one from 
which the whole team might bene- 
fit, he either calls the offending 
Player aside or discusses the ac- 
tion in his clubhouse meeting. 


Some managers bring their 
players together only once a 
series to discuss the opposition’s 
batting order and where to pitch 
to its hitters, but Dyer is great 
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for a daily clubhouse conference. 
Articulate by nature, he goes in 
heavy for pep talks, though minus 
rah-rah enthusiasm. He talks in 
the manner of a_ businessman 
holding a sales meeting with jun- 
ior members of a firm, and his 
classic remark came just as he 
sent the Redbirds onto the field 
for the seventh and deciding game 
of the 1946 world series; which 
they won by scoring an exciting 
4-3 victory over the favored Bos- 
ton Red Sox. 

“You've never lost a game you 
had to win,” Dyer said, “Why lose 


now!” 
W Cardinals, he climaxed a base- 

ball career that began at 
Houston, where his family moved 
when he was small boy. The Dyers 
of Morgan City, La., had known 
wealth in the lumber business, but 
the bottom dropped out for his 
Scotch-Irish -father just before 
World War I. It was his mother, 
from whom he inherits his dark 
hair and swarthy complexion, who 
was determined that Eddie have 
a college education. The former 
Marie Alice Natali, daughter of a 
French baron, died during Eddie’s 
freshman year at Rice, but she 
lived to see five of her six sons 
get the college training she had 
been given. Three daughters, small 
children at the time, never had 
the chance. 

“The girls were like Joe, the 
baby brother, in that they came 
along when the money was gone,” 
Dyer, third-youngest of the sons,* 
explains and adds in an amused 
way: “That proved no handicap: 
to the girls, all happily married 
now. As for Joe, he can buy and 
sell the rest of us.” 

At Rice, Dyer was the swiftest 
football halfback in the South- 
western Conference. He won 10 
athletic letters—four in football 
and three each in track and base- 
ball. As a college pitcher, he was 
a standout, but the one time he 
lacked confidence proved costly to

Rice never had defeated Texas 
University and when Eddie 
stepped off a train at Austin, a 
day late because of an overtime 
session in a ,physics laboratory, 
Texas already had won the first 
of a two-game series by a crush- 
ing 22-1 score.

Early the young southpaw was 
troubled by wildness, 
when he was getting to put the 
ball where he wanted it often 
enough, his arm was injured. So 
for the highlight of his playing 
days in the majors, the man who 
became a successful manager must 
look back at a 30 shutout he 

itched over the Chicago Cubs and 
Tony Kaufmann, now one of his 
coaches here, in his first major 
league start near the’ end of the 
1923 season. There was the day, 
too, when he played the outfield 
at Philadelphia and, swinging at a 
“9.0” pitch at old Baker Bow! with 
fellow Outfielder Jack Smith in 
motion, he lined a _ hit-and-run 
homer over the short right field 
fence. 

As a minor league manager, 
Dyer won nine pennants, including 
three straight at Houston through 
1941, and when he led a third- 
place Columbus club to the Amer- 
ican’ Association championship in 
the 1942 playoffs and then won 
the Little World Series from Mon- 
treal, the International League 
titleholders, he was named Minor 
League. Manager of the Year by 
The Sporting News, national week- 
ly baseball paper. The same pub- 
lication, mindful that he had in- 
herited a big-name team of which 
several key players were either 
too old or had grown rusty in 
service, awarded him the No. 1 
major league manager’s scroll in 
1946. 
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YER’S reputation for de- 
D veiopine young players won 
for him the job as skipper 
of ‘the Cardinals after Billy 
Southworth, with Breadon’s per- 
mission jumped for a _ higher 
Boston offer in November of 
1945. By-then Dyer had stepped 
out of baseball, giving up a job 
as supervisor of the Cardinals’ 
larger farm clubs in mid-s n, 
1944,, to enter the oil business. 
Because his Houston interests 
were prospering, he drove a sharp 
bargain with Breadon over sal- 
ary. Then length of contract came 
up for discussion, and Breadon, 
who seldom hired a manager for 
more than one year at a time and 
then fired them just as another 
man might change a tie, tipped 
his hand. With Southworth gone, 
he was panicky. Sam’ would go as 
high as five years. 
“That won’t be necessary, Mr. 
Breadon,”.Dyer told him. “Your 


-word is ‘good enough for me, and 


a two-year contract will do be- 
cause the minute you or the good 
fans of St. Louis—I mean the 
good ones—don’t want me, I'll be 
ready to step out.” — 

The wolves howled for Dyer’s 
scalp early in 1947 when the Card- 
inals lost 11 of their first 13 
games and Breadon made a flying 
trip to New York, receiving pri- 
vate assurance from veteran play- 
ers Terry Moore and Marty Mar- 
jon that the slump was no fault 
of the manager. That year the 
Redbirds finished a strong second. 

This year, too, the club started 
slowly, and thére was carping, but 
Fred Saigh, the new owner, stuck 
by his manager and, with Pitchers 
Howard Pollet and George Mun- 
ger regaining form, the Redbirds 
raced through the league and into 
first place. .There’s no secret that 
Dyer, regarded around the league 
as a sound manager and once ap- 
proached to take over another big 
league club, has enjoyed the come- 
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back of his two pitchers‘as a per- 
sonal vindication. 

More than the, criticism he re- 
ceived for sticking with the two 
pitchers, the Colonel—it’s an -hon- 
orary title bestowed by the gov- 
ernor of Louisana four years ago 
—resented remarks and crank 
mail that indicated he was play- 
ing favorites. 


“My favorites,” he said one day, 
“are the hitter who hit the hard- 
est and the pitchers who win the 
most often. I’m in this game ta 
win, not to run a Sunday school. 
And the reason I stick with Pollet 
and Munger is because they’ve 
proved they can win and they’re 
still young enough to win again,

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YER’S determination to see a

ed during the days he was try- 
ing to raise a family on a small 
salary as a minor league manager 
and. establishing a reputation as 
an outstanding football official in 
the fall in the Southwest. Invited 
to join the Rice coaching staff as 
chief scout and freshman coach 
in the autumn of 1934, Eddie used 
the fall semesters the next three 
years to finish work for the A.B. 
degree that had eluded him in his 
undergraduate days at Rice. One 
hot June day in 1936, after flying 
to Houston from Columbus, Ga., 
Dyer received his sheepskin at 
Rice and walked out of the uni- 
versity auditorium—his degree in 
one hand and his 6-year-old son 
in the other. 

Eddie Jr., now nearly 20, is tak- 
ing a summer course at Washing- 
ton University this summer pre- 
paratory to his senior year at 
Rice. A daughter, Geraldine, is 
almost 15. . And because Dyer’s 
wife is named Geraldine, too, 
there’s confusion unless you pref- 
ace the family’s first names with 
a “big” or “little.” Mrs, Dyer, the 
former Geraldine Jennings, daugh- 
ter of a retired Army colonel, met 
Eddie his last year at Rice when 
she was a freshman, but. they 
weren't married until he had 
made good that first year at To- 
peka as a manager. 

Making about $35,000 a year now 
with the Cardinals on the first of 
a second two-year contract, Dyer 
has come a long way from the 
young dead-armed lefthander with 
an uncertain future. At Houston, 
where 600 of his fellow townsmen 
honored him at a dinner four 
years ago with an automobile and 
a $2000 watch, his outside inter- 
ests have begun to pay off. He 
has a finger in the oil game, an 
insurance agency, a real estate of- 
fice, and he’s a vice president of 
a soft drink company and a mem- 
ber.of new bank’s board of di- 
rectors. 


“No, pal,” and Dyer flashes his 
teeth characteristically in a 
smile, “I’m not trying to make all 
the money in the world. Natural- 
ly I want to do the best I can for 
my family, but I’ve got something 
else in mind.

OTHING—but not a thing—brings forth the response that 
follows a piece about mobsters, truth or fiction based on 
fact. It so chanced that my early reporting nights threw 

me in with the birth of modern gangsterism, the commercial 


periment as manna, from 
Hoodlums’ Heaven. Big Jim 
‘Colosimo, an immigrant 
from Sielly, put’ all the 
pieces together first, in Chi- 
cago. He foresaw that the 
essential components were 
force, with gat_and ferocity; 
political drag, with the pay- 
off, organization, with 
brains and efficiency and 
merciless management at 
the top; a few quick kill- 
ings as advertising, so lugs 
would be softened up for 
the kick-in; ‘Monopoly, so 
the take would be all the 
traffic could stand; variety 
of fields, for the same rea- 
sons that prompt a trust 
company to accumulate a 
portfolio immune against 
depression, disaster, seasonal fluctuation and isolated idio- 
syneracies. Colosimo closed in on vice, liquor, public con- 
tracts, labor unions (some of which he could in his day walk 
fin on and take over cold, at the muzzle of a gun), gambling, 
boxing, corporations which had major labor troubles or 
could have them set up for him (he would hook onto either 
side, depending on where the top dough lay), and from there 
to solid legitimate investments*with the cash proceeds. : 
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@ BIG JIM WAS A SUAVE CHARACTER. An unitiated 
citizen could meet him time and again in the cabaret saloon 
he ran as a headquarters and for a front, and never suspect 
Colosimo was a murderous schemer, uncontested chief of a 
corps of collectors, corrupters and killers: He expanded to 
where he required an executive vice-president, and he installed 
Johnny Torrio, his wife’s nephew. When his interests expanded 
so he needed another trustworthy executive, Torrio brought 
on Al Capone, who had made his mark and had a mark 
made on him in Brooklyn.

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Torrio was shot in the jaw as his car was forced 
to the curb by rival gangsters.

Johnny took the fire escape, beat it to New 
York in his pajamas, and fled to Italy. Capone moved 
up and in. And he instituted many improvements. 
He bought contro] of two sizeable towns. He made 
alliances with boss gangsters in New York, Phila~ 
‘working agreements with big shots in St. Louis, Kansas 

‘ Olty, Cairo, Tl, (an important river shipping point), 
New Orleans and the West. ‘ : 
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@ CAPONE BECAME A FIGURE of world-wide notoriety. 
In countries entirely unfamiliar with conditions here, he was 
incomprehensible and legendary. But with his conviction 
and incarceration in Alcatraz, a somewhat new era emerged. 
The concentration of power Capone's distorted genius had en- 
gineered loosened up. His heirs and successors were as 
greedy as ever, but not as imaginative or daring. That peni- 
tentiary rap, against which they had fancied them all immune, 
gave them sleepless nights as they squirmed in their silk 
pajamas. A series of huddles were called. The sense of the 
brethren was that less bravado and violence had become 
advisable. The surviving leaders were growing old and rich. 
Their children were in colleges or already had degrees. 
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@ BUT THEY WERE HOODLOUMS in their hearts and could 
not: resi# the cushy cash they knew so well how to get. So 
they compromised. They retained enough of the outlaw habits 
to shake down more millions, but they pulled in their horns 
on the roughest of the old stuff. They hired more shrewd 
‘shysters, accountants, investment advisers; they set up cor- 
porations by the hundreds, then holding companies, a maze 
of interlocking directorates — so they could face the only 
‘dangerous weapon against them, the one that had ruined 
Capone, income tax evasion — and they bought heavily into 
hotels, office buildings, fabulous gaming casinos in_ states 
where they were legal, racetrack stocks, even a big hunk of 
the Hudson-Manhattan Railroad tube. They purchased cafes 
and nightclubs to strut in. 
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@ BUT THEY NEVER STOPPED running beer and booze 
into dry states and local option territories. They financed 
large-scale bookmakers and dope-importers, taking promissory 
notes at premium usury. They wangled slot-machine conces- 
sions, legalized and law-defying. They kept up their political 
lines, contributing directly to those they needed and centrally 
to campaign funds, of both opposing parties. They retained 
skeleton crews of selected murderers “in case,” and still use 
them in extreme emergencies, such as “Bugsy” Siegel. 
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Now they have a national organization, a trust, in 
which all regional chiefs hold stock in certain pooled 
enterprises, allotted in proportion to services and 
stature. Of this combine, Charlie “Lucky” Luclfano, 
who steered it through, holds the largest share and is 
still the last word, though he is ostensibly a deported 
and harassed exile in Italy. ‘When he came out of 
Dannemora, the boys brought him, against his accu- 
mulated share, $2,000,000 in United States currency, to 
Havana, in a suit-case guarded by two of Capone’s 
relatives. .

This avoided embarrassment 
both to the law enforcement offi- 
cials and to the householders who 
would have had too much com- 
pany dropping in if the deliveries 
were subject to neighborly obser- 
vation, 

There were bootleggers and 
blind tigers in Carry Nation’s day, 
and old newspaper cartoons illus- 
trate how she dealt with them. 
One sees a black-mustachioed bar- 
tender fearfully crouching behind 
his mahogany bar while Carry, a 
stoutish, resolute woman, looking 
much like a widowed, unamused 
Queen Victoria, swings her 
hatchet. The silvered mirror has 
been smashed, the free lunch has 
been swept off the counter, the 
customers have fled interror. Cur- 
few has rung for the night, 

And now for the contrast with 
1949. Prohibition having at long 
last been repealed, licensed Jiquor 
stores are springing up on the 
best corners in the cities and at 
the crossroads. The stores are ele- 
gantly fitted up in chromium and 
plywoods and some feature air- 
conditioning and floral displays to 
attract the seekers of comfort and 
beauty. The prices are plainly 
marked on the bottle, no individ- 
ual permits are required, and a 
customer may buy up to two 
quarts as a time, the idea being 
that two quarts should be enough 
to stimulate even a parched Jay- 
hawker. 
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HE stores are crowded. On 
the sidewalks, men, women 
and children press their noses 
against the plate-glass’ windows 
and study the gaudy displays. 
The oldsters engage in good- 
natured debates as to the relative 
merits of Four Roses, Three 
Feathers and Old Jim Beam, They 
discourse? also. about the prices, 
which are about the same as the 
bootleggers charge for door deliv- 
ery, and somewhat higher than 
the tariffs in Kansas City, Mo., 
which heretofore has been the 
principal source of supply for 
what was laughingly called dry 
Kansas, : 

Touring through Kansas avenue, 
the main thoroughfare of Topeka, 
home of Alf Landon and capital 
of Kansas, our taxi driver points 
out something: 

“There’s a gold mfne. Took in 
$2800 the first day.” 

The gold mine is situated across 
from the Federal Building. Seems 
it was a drug store until the pro- 
prietor decided there was more 
money in pints and quarts than 
in drams and gills. What drug- 
gist ever took in $2800 a day— 
unless he had a liquor depart- 
ment? 


Any Kansan will admit that

every other Kansan tipples, but he 
is reluctant to squeal on himself. 

“This repeal stuff,” my driver 
said, “doesn’t mean a thing to me, 
one way or another.” 


That sounded like a declaration 
of 100 per cent teetotalism. But 
when the visitor hears many simi- 
lar declarations, he wonders how 
to reconcile them with the crowded 
liquor stores. The answer appears 
to be that Kansans will not drink 
any more because of repeal; they 
will continue to drink about the 
same amount as they did under 
bone-dry prohibition, The changes 
will not be in the per capita con- 
sumption, but in the merchandis- 
ing conditions, with the liquor traf- 
fic coming out in the open*and the 
sovereign state of Kansas cutting 
itself in for a share of the profits. 


Since, in Carry Nation’s Kansas, 
guzzling has been criminal for 
nearly seven decades, the crim- 
inals were understandably reluc- 
tant to come out into broad day- 
light and identify themselves as 
hardened offenders. On the other 
hand, the new Kansas liquor stores 
were authorized to open as early 
as 9 a.m. and out on the prairies 
the daylight can be pretty broad 
and thirst-inducing at that hour. 
What to do, what to do? 


What happened was that the 
first morning, and every morning 
since, when the spirits frumenti 


‘emporia opened, crowds of sou- 


venir collectors were standing in 
line. These souvenir collectors 
were shy, sly and red-faced. Most- 
ly they explained they weren't 
drinking men and women them- 
selves, but they wanted to buy a 
bottle on the first day as a sou- 
venir of the repeal of Kansas. reg- 
imentation. The bottle, they added 
gratuitously, would not be un- 
sealed but would be placed on the 
mantel for future generations to 
see. When on the second day 
they called for a second bottle, 
they grinned a little as they ad- 
mitted the future generations 
were springing up mighty fast. 

For the convenience of those 
who cannot collect souvenirs at 
9 a.m., the several hundred stores 
remain open until 11 p.m. Some 
of the customers have been shop- 
ping with brief cases and oilcloth 
bags as insurance not only against 
breakage but against premature 
discovery by their neighbors and 
fellow collectors. 

At this time it can be said tru- 
ly that Kansas is a _ collectors’ 
paradise; a community where 
hardly anyone imbibes and most 
everybody collects antique glass- 
ware. 

Pioneer in prohibition, abolition, 


populism and a host of other isms, 
Kansas is renowned for its col- 
lective conscience. The Kansas 
conscience continues to trouble it- 
self. Up until now many Kan- 
sans said they drank only because 
they felt prohibition was a viola- 
tion of their fundamental rights. 
Now that their rights are restored, 
the question is: to drink or not 
to drink? One famous Kansas 
political expert who swore he 
would never touch a drop of 
liquor if it became legal now finds 
himself committed in perpetuity 
to his bootlegger. 
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NOTHER expression of the 
A pecutias Kansas conscience 

was printed in the Atchison 
Daily Globe on the day the liquor 
stores opened in all their brazen- 
ness. Under its masthead, above 
the other news of the day, the 
Globe ran this eight-column head- 
line: An Atchison Man Who Took 
His First Drink of Legal Liquor 
in Kansas Today Said It Healed 
the Ulcers on His Conscience. 


This legalization; incidentally, 
has spoiled two time-honored 
jests: 

1. Kansans will always vote dry 


as long as they can stagger to the 
polls, 

2. Kansans are satisfied with 
prohibition. Why should they want 
repeal when the drys have their 
dry law and the wets have their 
likker? 


In all fairness, Kansas is more’ 


liberal toward the more popular 
vices than ignorant outsiders 
might think. For instance, when 
most of the nation under the 
leadership of Franklin D. Roose- 
velt voted to go to hell in a hand- 
basket with hard liquor and 5 per 
cent beer, Kansas went along to 
the extent of 3.2 per cent beer. 


In Kansas City, Kan., Wichita, 
Topeka and the other centers of 
corn and culture, one could 
escape from temperatures of 103 
degrees by entering a so-called 
recreation parlor and ordering a 
popular brand of beer. It was 
near-beer, to be sure, but it was 
as cold as a coke. And if one 
was properly introduced, one 
could buy a pint of hard stuff 
under the table, 

Even more amazing, to a pil- 
grim from a provincial center like 
St. Louis, was (and is) the open 
gambling. The Kansas recreation 
parlors are not complete without a 
ticker and a big blackboard on 
which are posted the inning-by- 
inning scores of the major league 
ball teams. Dozens of investors 
sit in front of the blackboard and 
worry about the St. Louis Cardi- 
nals as much as the home rooters 
do. If Stan Musial is in a slump, 
they lose money, too. 

When autumn comes, baseball 
innings give way to football quar- 
ters. But always the Kansas 
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sportsmen sit in front of the big 
blackboard. And upstairs are 
screened-off quarters where gen- 
tlemen can play poker and pi- 
nochle. No, Kansas is not as 
puritanical as outlanders might 
think. In Kansas you just have 
to dig deeper for your oil. 

As if striving to be consistently 
inconsistent, the Kansas lawmak- 
ers made certain compromises as 
between the wets and the drys. 
Thus: 

You can still drink 3.2 beer in 
the old places where the hard 
stuff passes sub rosa and the 
ticker and the blackboard bring 
in the gambling results while 
poker and pinochle proceed up- 
stairs. 

But if you want real beer, you 
must go to a liquor store and buy 
it by the carton, In Kansas never 


the twain shall meet—the 3.2 and : 


the 5 per cent. 


When one crosses the border, 
over and beyond 3.2, one goes to 
hell in a hurry. One can sit up 
at a bar, with a brass rail and 
pretty pictures on the mirror, and 
gulp 3.2 all the livelong day. But 
if you sink as low, or as high, as 
5 per cent, you must take it home 
and consume it in utter privacy, 
for you are inhaling something 
that will destroy you as surely as 
absinthe. 
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ARD stuff, including beer 

exceeding 3.2, cannot be con- 

sumed (legally) in an Kansas 
tavern, recreation parlor, restau- 
rant, billiard room, bus depot, 
railroad station or any other pub- 
lic place. It is forbidden in 
churches, schools, county court- 
houses and the state capitol. It is 
not safé to drink in hotels until 
the door !s completely secured to 
keep out enforcement agents and 
thirsty drummers. In fact, one 
philosopher has figured out there 
are only two safe places for con- 
sumption of heavy water in Kan- 
sas: 

1. On the steps of the Federal 
Building, where the state law 
backs down. : 

2. At home in front of the 
kiddies, 

Our favorite Kansas philoso- 
pher is Virg Hill, editorial writer 
and columnist for Arthur Cap- 
per’s Topeka Daily Capital, an 
outstanding, uplifting pillar of 
temperance. 

Remote outpost of journalism, 
Kansas nevertheless has been 
celebrated for such brilliant com- 
mentators as the late Ed Howe 
of Atchison and the late Bill 
White of Emporia. Now Virg Hill 
of Topeka is attracting some of 
that attention which inevitably fo- 
cuses on bloody, inexplicable, wet- 
dry Kansas, Anybody who can 
explain Kansas has a ready mar- 
ket. 

“Our state,” comments Hill, with 
a touch of Will Rogers on the side, 
“is entering into a program of 
socialized medicine—snake bite 
medicine, that is—with the state 
stepping into the bootlegger’s 
shoes to get a cut of the profits. 

“If we don’t succeed in drinking 
ourselves into prosperity, we can 
at least make poverty more attrac- 
tive. 

“Kansans are never satisfied. 
Instead of getting the stuff deliv- 
ered tax-free and on credit at the 
back door, we'll have to pay. cash 
downtown and lug it home our- 
selves. We don’t know whether 
we've switched to Calvert or con- 
fusion, but we’re trying something 
new.” 

Some weeks ago Hill was 
speech-making before a chamber 
of commerce and a rl sang 
“Comin’ Through the Rye.” From 
now on, he assured the girl, the 
rye would be coming through. 

Kansas is getting up to date, 
Hill thinks, the only thing old- 
fashioned about Kansans being the 
old-fashioneds they make at home. 

There are so many restrictions 
in the new drink law, Hill points 
out, that “Kansas just changed 
from being the wettest dry state 
in the Union to being the driest 
wet state in the Union.” 

“We didn’t stagger into this 
thing blindly,” Virg Hill protests. 
“We didn’t repeal prohibition over- 
night—we just gradually wore it 
out. Kansas politicians straddle 
a lot of issues, but they don’t like, 
to jump to conclusions. 

“So, before we made up our 
minds, we studied liquor for al- 
most 70 years and sampled its 
evils in a clinical way from the 
time Carry Nation blew in. Even 
now we’re none too sure of where 
we stand. We say liquor is legal 
—but we made a law that pro- 


hibits drinking it about every- 


where except in front of the little 
children at home. 

“We're so careful that we still 
close the door before we open the 
cork,” -

(The total was increased 
to $110,000 by $5000 rewards post- 
ed in the murders of two Gary 
(Ind.) women. 7

tected against loss or delay when 
their time comes to claim retire- 
ment or survivors’ benefits. 
_ Benefits are not paid automati- 
cally, Gaukel said, and the follow- 
ing precautions should be taken: 
If more than one social security 
card or number has been used, go 
to the nearest social security of- 
fice and see that all wages re- 
ceived since Jan. 1, 1937, are con- 
solidated under one account num-

The addition at Jennings Ele- 
mentary is a two-story L-shaped 
unit 150 feet across the front, 62 
feet deep, and with the inside 
length of the L about 82 feet.

The roof is 
covered with interlocking Eng- 
lish style shingle tile, which has 
a stippled surface with a color 
range of reds and browns. 


New Glass Block. 


Newly designed light-directional 
glass block units have been used 
in upper sections of the windows, 
providing diffusion and refraction 
of light and eliminating - glare 
from direct sun. 

Interior walls of classrooms are 
finished with tinted plaster, chalk 
boards are in green and cork (bul- 
letin) boards in deep brown. Class- 
room floors are finished in jaspe 
green linoleum, 

Steel locker units for pupils’ 
wraps and books have been built 
into the walls between classrooms 
and corridors, opening on the 
Classroom side. Space above the 
lockers has been utilized for ducts 


of the mechanical services. 
Artificial lighting is by incan- 


descent fixtures located so that 
desks will have 24 foot-candles of 
light, when dependent entirely up- 
on the artificial illumination. 

The addition at Woodland school 
is to be similar in construction to 
that at Jennings Elementary, and 
is to adjoin the present building 
on the south. It will have seven 
classrooms, a small. study-library, 
principal’s administrative offices, 
a faculty room and nurse’s room, 
a stage and auditorium to seat 
350; a cafeteria to accommodate 
200 pupils, with kitchen and stor- 
age facilities, a music room and 
sanitary facilities. 

Heating of the new Woodland 
addition will be from the central 
boiler plant, space having been 
provided to handle the extra load 
when the original building was 
constructed. Steam from the 
stoker-fired boiler will be moved 
through fin-type coils located in 
ventilating ducts in pent houses 
on the roof,’ through which the 
heated air Will be tempered and 
humidified. Lockers and ° toilet 
rooms will be heated and ventilat- 
ed by a separate system.

Coal Historian 
Tells How City 
Once Got Fuel 


If St. Louis householders re- 
membered in mid-summer the 
sleet of last February, the win- 
ter’s snows and soft driveways 
the way Alexander A. Bryden re- 
members the difficulties that be- 
set coal users around the turn of 
the century, they’d be ordering 
next winter’s coal now. 

Bryden, who grew up with coal 
distribution in the St. Louis area 
and who has worked in it all his 
adult life, can look back 66 years 
to the time when it was a big 
day’s work if a southern Illinois 
mine lifted out 400 or 500 tons a 
day. A day’s work now, in mech- 
anized mines, runs into thousands 


of tons. 
Bryden got into the coal busi~ 


ness in 1883 as an office boy for 
the Carbondale Coal & Coke Co., 
which had been organized in 1869 
by his cousin, Andrew C. Bryden, 
and of which his father was gen- 
eral sales manager. 

In those days there were no 
railroad yards in St. Louis, and 


coal was brought up to East St.» 


Louis on a narrow gauge railroad 
called the Cairo & St. Louis, which 
had cars that carried from seven 
to eight tons of coal (the average 
gondola today carries from .40 to 
60 tons). 


Bought by Bushel. 


Eighty per cent of all the coal 
consumed in St. Louis in those 
early days, and until near the 
turn of the century, came across 
the river in wagons pulled by 
many teams of horses. 

|Even big commercial] and indus- 
trial establishments; in those days, 
bought coal at so much a bushel, 
or so much a wagon-load. Bryden 
recalls that such plants as the 
Belcher Sugar Refinery Co. (re- 


}mémbered now largely through 


the fact that sulphur spring water 
still flows from controlled springs 
at the refinery site to the Belcher 
Hotel in downtown St. Louis) con- 
sumed 30 loads of coal a day. 

One spring several years after 
the Belcher refinery stopped func- 
tioning, the Mississippi was run- 
ning at flood and coal couldn’t 
be brought from the East Side. 
St. Louis establishments were run- 
ning short of fuel. Bryden re- 
membered that Belcher must have 
had coal stered in sheds and un- 
derground bunkers (about 25. feet 
down) at the refinery site, and 
went to find out. There ,Was coal 
there, 1500 or more bushels of it, 
but the trustees of Belcher affairs 
at Boatmen’s Bank Building had 
no record of it in the list of com- 
pany assets.

sold a goodly part of it to the 
Southern Hotel, which was run- 
ning short of fuel, and divided the 
remainder among other downtown 
buildings.

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to promote winter hardiness. That 
doesn’t mean that we can suc- 
ceed with date palms and orange 
‘trees if we feed them well, but 
we can hope to hold winter injury 
in the garden to a minimum. 

| To begin with, “winter kill” so 
often is the result of hunger in 
‘the result of hunger in the sum- 
mer months, for during prolonged 
drouth plants lack food as well 
as moisture. When grown in bone 
dry soil, they actually lose weight, 
and like a person on a too strict 
reducing diet, their resistance is 
lowered. Starved plants are dam- 


-jaged easily by cold weather, and 


such injuries are especially ser- 
fous among tender shrubs, roses, 
or perennials that have a small 
margin of safety in our climate. 

In favorable years, nature pro- 
vides warmth and abundant mols- 


ture needed for rapid growth in 
spring. After mid-August, days are 
shorter, and nights cooler, so that 
plants have a chance to mature 
canes and shoots, and to store 
starches in seeds, roots, and tub 
bers. By proper use of fertilizers 
we can speed this cycle of growth, 
and fortify the plants for the win- 
ter months. 
Chemical Aids Advised. 

The first step, of course, is to 
provide an abundance of organic 
matter. Spongy bits of humus 


‘(furnish some food, but more im- 
i portant is the fact that they ab- 


sorb mineral elements, gradually 
releasing them for the use of 
plants. Adding organic matter 
also increases the water-holding 
capacity of the soil, and this in- 
sures a more constant supply of 
moisture, and hence of plant food, 

Most authorities agree that ju- 
dicious applications of chemical 
fertilizers are advisable. In spring, 


when plants are working like lum- | 
berjacks to form new _ shoots, | 


: leaves, and buds, they can take a 


“heavy” diet with comparatively | 
large amounts of nitrogen. Early | 
‘season feedings of sodium nitrate, | 


ammonium sulphate or potassium 


nitrate will add extra crispness | 


and succulence to leafy crops like 
Cabbage and lettuce. Nitrates 
speed the growth of many flow- 
ers, and ammonium sulphate solu- 
tion, for example, is now common- 
ly used on lilies. 

Nitrogen shots are not helpful 
after hot weather arrives, for the 
temperate zone plants we grow 
here resent torrid heat, and their 
roots can’t take up nitrogen well 
when the mercury soars above 90 
degrees. Furthermore, an excess 
of nitrogen late in the season is 
injurious, for it encourages a soft, 
sappy growth that is highly vulner-

Back to Auto

From 1914 on through the 20s, 


their own as a part of the Ameri- 
can way of life, they were largely 
all-purpose vehicles, ased for 
pleasure, for business, for general 
hauling of household items and 
odd-job equipment and tools. 


Shortly after the beginning of ‘ 


the 30s, when “streamlining” and 
aero-dynamics began to take their 
place in automobile designing; the 
general utility of passenger Cars 
gradually disappeared. 

The passenger car became a 
“thing of beauty” but no joy to 
the man who wanted a dua) pur- 
pose vehicle. 

Now, however, as a postwar phe- 
nomenon connected with ‘the in- 
flated first cost and operating ex- 
penses, the utility car ig coming 
back. The station wagon, a glori- 
fied country club version of the 
Texas rancher’s old-time chuck 
wagon, probably was the first of 
the new line of utility-type cars 
to appear after streamlining took 
over the passenger vehicle and 
curtailed its more general useful- 
ness. 

More recent developments in 
this field, however, are the Willys-

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RUSH BY UNIONS 


Officials Predict Leftist 
CIO Electrical Work-; 
ers Will Find It Has to 
Sign for Defense. 


WASHINGTON, July 30 (UP)—

Oaths Needed to Use NLRB. 

Under the law, unions cannot 
use the services of the National 
Labor Relations Board unless 
their officers swear they are not 
Communists and unless they file 
ee name statements with the De- 
partment of Labor. 

Labor has been bitterly opposed 
to these provisions. When the act 
was passed in 1947, a huge bloc of 
unions promptly announced they 
would rather forego the ‘board's 
services rather than comply with 
these requirements. 

The full-scale boycott lasted 
only about six months, or “until 
the C.LO,, AF.L. and the C.LO. 
United Auto Workers held their 
annual convenfiops. 

AF.L. First to Give in. 


The AF.L. was the first tb de- 
sert the boycott and, despite Mur- 
ray's opposition to the oath, the 
C.I.O. permitted the auto workers 
and other C.LO. affiliates to com- 
ply with the law if they wanted to. 

In the last few weeks, the die- 
hard union officers who main- 
tained the boycott for more than 
two years finally capitulated. The 
first was the late A. F. Whitney, 
president of the powerful inde 
pendent Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen.

\Frozen Coffee, Brewed and Canned, 
Soon Will Be Handled by Grace 


Concentrated Product Now Sold by Vending 
Machines, Which Also Dispense Cream — 
Growth of Chilled Food Industry.

NEW YORK, July 30 (AP)*’— 


Frozen coffee is slated to reach 
the r’s freezer cabinet this 


groce 
; fall. It will be brewed coffee, 
‘concentrated and canned. 

The frozen ground bean has 
been available for some time, but 
requires brewing at home, as any 
other ground coffee. 

The new, ready-to-heat beverage 
will join a growing list of foods 
and juices, from ravioli to apple 
juice, now subject to the quick 
freeze and the long storage. 

Frozen juice won public accept- 
ance just when the industry need- 
ed it most. The roof caved in on 
the jerry-built portion of the post- 
war frozen food industry in No- 
vember 1946. It took more than 
a year to. Work off huge inven- 
tories and weed out unacceptable 
brands and products. 

Just when the chill was finally 
off the industry, frozen orange 
juice came along and gave the 
whole business its biggest boost in 
years, 

Frozen Orange Crop. 

This spring 8 per cent of Filori- 
da’s orange crop, or seven million 
boxes, were squeezed, concentrated 
and frozen in little cans. Today 
H. K. Schauffler, executive direc- 
tor of the National Wholesale 
Frozen Food Distributors’ Asso- 
ciation, is telling the quarterly 
Conference of Operations, Inc., in 
Chicago that next spring at least 
18 million boxes of oranges will 
end up in the little cans. 

As soon as the industry had as- 
sessed the growth of orange juice 
sales, it started to freeze the juice 
of lemons, grapes, grapefruit, and 
orange-grapefruit blends. Later it 


|added apple and pineapple juice to 


the frozen menu. 

Thirty million pounds of frozen 
fruit juice were sold last year, 
out of a total of more than a 
billion pounds of frozen products. 
Juice however, is still well down 
the sales list. Frozen fruits lead 
with 375,000,000 pounds, closely 
followed by vegetables with 370,- 
000,000 pounds, seafood 160,000,000, 
poultry 135,000,000. 


the 60,000 retail outlets handling 


frozen foods last year have in-. 


creased to 100,000 by now. 


more than 2,000,000 cups each 
week. 


The. company is now preparing 
a machine that will serve steam- 
ing coffee from one spigot and 
an iced drink from another. It is 
also bringing out an automatic 
coffee maker, one foot square, to 
turn out 400 cups an hour from 
the frozen coffee. The third step 
is to offer five-ounce cans of the 
frozen coffee to the housewife. 


What Survey Shows. 

Her reaction to that, of course, 
is yet to be seen, but the increased 
acceptance of frozen foods is| 
charted in a survey by newspapers 
in 13 cities of the Midwest, South 
and far West. 

Surveys show that the average 
increase in number of families in 
the 13 cities using frozen vege- 
tables was 9 per cent this year 
over last. But the largest per- 
centage of the families used froz- 
en vegetables rather than any 


other kind of frozen food—38 to’ 


62 per cent. The average increase 
in number of families buying froz- 
en fruits this year over last was 
13 per cent. 

From 19 to 41 per cent of the 
families in the 13 cities bought

Use of frozen fish in- 
creased an average of 46 per cent, 
frozen poultry 44, and the number 
of families with home freezers in- 
creased 51 per cent in the five 
cities in which this part of the 
survey Was made.

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EANDERING through the low hills of Jefferson 
County, southwest of St. Louis, Big River gently 
slides over five old milldams before entering 
the Meramec River near Eureka. These sites, pos- 
sessed of bucolic charm seldom found so near a great 
city, have become attractive weekend retreats. Con- 
structed many years ago for a more utilitarian pur- 
pose, each dam provides fine bathing facilities—a

ECOGNIZING the possibilities of television in education, teachers through- 
out the country are studying its utilization as a teaching aid. Part of a 
course at St. University for public and parochial school teachers 

this summer was devoted to this subject. High point of the course was a spe- 
cial telecast by KSD-TV, the Post-Dispatch television station, which the 
teachers viewed on a receiver in their classroom. 

The telecast, which originated in the KSD-TV studio, illustrated the role 
television can play in education. It was designed to dramatize the widely 
held opinion that on-the-spot observation is far better than second-hand inter- 
pretation. The half-hour program actually was a demonstration within a 
demonstration, for it also presented another new educational technique— 
creative dramatics. 

|_— This scholastic innovation is a more or less formalized version of the 
familiar neighborhood “play” put on by children in back yard or basement 
without benefit of script or costumes. é creative dramatics, a teacher nar- 
rates a story to her pupils, who then act it out. Characterizations, action and 
dialogue are left to the youngsters’ imaginations. The technique is calcu- 
lated to stimulate imagination, engender poise, develop personality, and 
quicken observation and oral communication.

The chemical is a hormone that disturbs the growth of all broad-leaf plants 
by making cells grow too fast and burst, whjch causes plants to wither and 
die. Grasses are not affected. Since the 2-4-D acts entirely through the 
leaves, it affects neither the fertility of the soil nor plants that later grow in 
the sprayed areas. It is not poisonous to animal life.

The entire cooking time is 
three to four hours. 

INGREDIENTS: One three-pound northern pike or white 
fish, one medium onion, two bay leaves, one-third cup seed- 
less raisins, six small gingersnaps, heel of rye bread, one- 
half teaspoon salt, two to three tablespoons sugar, one- 
fourth cup lemon juice, one teaspoon mixed spices. These 
amounts will serve six persons.
